KING MANUEL AND THE QUEEN 
MOTHER AT GIBRALTER 


Republicans Reign Supreme, Sut 

* Many Sympathizers of Monarchy 
Are Prepared to Fight for Manuel 
—Republic Proclaimed at Oporto— 
Only Revolutionist Troops Allowed 
to Enter Lisbon, 


Lisbon.—The points in the govern- 
ment’s programme are: 

First—The development of public in- 
struction and national defences on 
land and sca. : 

Second—Administration decentraliz- 
ation. 

Third—Colonial autonomy. 

Fourth—To guarantee fundamental 
liberties by judicial power. 

Fifth—Expulsion of monks and 
nuns. 

Sixth—Obligatory civil registration. 

Seventh—Lay instruction. 

Kighth—Separation of church and 
state. 

Ninth—The strengthening of the 
credit and finance of the country, 


Lisbon.—While the city of Lisbon is 
in the hands of the revolutionists, and 
a republic has been proclaimed with 
Theophile Bragas as president, and 
other prominent Republicans consti- 
tuting the ministry, there are yet 


many thousands in and around the} 


city who are loyal to the monarchy. 

The monarchists include a portion 
of Lisbon troops and troops massed in 
entrenched camps about the city. 
Thus’ far. these have refused to ally 
themselves with the revolutionists, 
and the provisional government is tak- 
ing steps to enforce allegiance. 

The people of Lisbon are ignorant 
of the events in the provinces and, 
therefore, it is not known whether the 
movement is broad enough to sweep 
the country. Nevertheless, the Repub- 
licans are proceeding as though the 
transformation was an accomplished 
fact to stand for all time. 

For some months past preparations 
have been going on 
of the King, and it had been definitely 
arranged to raise the cry of revolution. 
lt happened that the King was about 
to take up his residence at Cascaes, 
and the warships were ordered to pro- 
ceed there. The navy, which is the 
chief support of the revolutionists, 
thereupon decided to act immediately, 


otherwise that defensive armament of, 


the country would be able to offer no 

assistance in carrying out the plan. 
The Republican chiefs, accompanied 

by numerous partizans, went to the 


barracks of the sixteenth regiment of; 


infantry. The doors were immediate- 
ly thrown open to the populace and 
arms distributed. The barracks of the 
first regiment of. artillery were next 
visited and the guns dra forth. 
The revolutionists march to the 
highest point in Lisbon, a fine strate- 
gical position, where the artillery was 
mounted, thereatening the city. The 
government troops immediately took 
=up « position in the,.centre af the 
town, about two miles distant f.om 
the revolutionists, wheré heavy guns 
and Maxims were placed to oppose 
the revolutionists, ,., 

Meanwliile’ the “insurgent cruiser 
Adamastor steamed up in_ front of 
Lisbon, ready for the bombardment, 
while the cruiser Rafael proceeded 
down the river, taking her station op- 
posite the seamen'’s barracks. 
cannonading commenced and the 
whole town.trembled to its founda- 
tions. A regiment of the municipal 
cavalry made a brilliant charge in an 
endeavor to take the insurgents’ en- 
campment near the railway, but were 
met with a terrific fire. 
ment was almost completely annihil- 
lated, only three men escaping. 

The revolutionists.showec 
inary courage and sustained an at- 
tack on all sides by superior forces 
for two days and nights. | 

The Adamastor shelled’ the Necessi- 
dades palace, and King Manuel and 
the Queen "Mother Amelie were forced 


to escape to Cascacs, from which 
place they -went to Mafra, The same 
night the Adamastor and Rafael 


shelled the centre of the town, doing 
much execution to the monarchist 
forces, and finally the latter, tired of 
carnage, surrendered, the Republic 
was proclaimed in the afternoon and 
the Republican flag hoisted on the 
public buildings. 

The provisional government has is- 
sued communications to the foreign 
powers notifying them of the procla- 
mation of Portuguese republic. No 
serious obstructions are expected to 
be offered by the provinces to the new 
regime. The government has already 
appointed civil governors of the dif- 
ferent provinces. The Brazilian Presi- 
dent-Elect Marshal Hermes Fonseca, 
passed through 
provisional presidént. Both were en- 
thusiastically greeted by the people. 
Order has been restored ¢ throughout 
the greater part of the city. 


Barbed Wire is Only Used in West

HEAVY YIELDS IN ALBERTA 


Farmers 
Harvest in North Than at 
First Anticipated 
Edmonton, Alta.—That Noithern Al. 
‘berta farmers will reap a much better 
harvest in all grains than was at first 
‘anticipated, is the consensus of such 
lerop reports as are coming in from 
the harvest fields, where the reapers 
‘have been busy for weeks and where 
the hum of the thresher is now begin.

Northern Alberta experienced none 
lof the prolonged dry weather that was 
so prevalent in the more southern 
portions of the province and Saskat- 
jchewan. As a result all crops came 
| forward to the harvest season in splen- 
idid condition. In fact, many of the 
|more prosperous farmers anticipated 
\bigger crops than in many years. 

But the three weeks of heavy rain 
in the latter part of August not only 
guve a bad set-back to the harvest, 
{but it will have the final result of 
lowering the per a grade or two. 
Nevertheless, Northern Alberta will 
‘reap a fairly good crop this fall. 
| The latest estimate of the authori- 
ties of the provincial agricultural de- 
|partment of the yield for all Alberta 
| -s 30,000,000 bushels. This is a fairly 
jliberal estimate and the authorities 
| will not be surprised if the yield does 
!not come above the 25,000,000 mark. 
| ast year the yield was 35,000,000. The 
| deficiency this year is of course in the 
districts affected by the dry spell. The 
| biggest yields will be in the Edmon- 
ton district and within a 100 mile 
}radius of Edmonton, and also in the 
| Pincher Creek and Magrath districts 
}to the far south, where there was very 
‘little dry weuther and good steady 
j rains: 

The latest estimates of the Edmon- 
ton board of trade of the yields in the 
\districts, state that winter wheat will 
‘be above the average, while spring 
| wheat will fall below the average, and 
the same with oats, while there will be 
a good average yield of barley. There 
has been considerably more winter 
wheat grown this year than formerly.

Winnipeg.—Thousands of acres of 
\wheat lands in the west that never 
before were extended the courtesy of a 
fall plow are being given an after- 
harvest cultivation this year, accord- 
ing to reports being received by Gen- 
eral Grain Agent Atcheson, of the C. 
P. R. “With the winding up of the 
threshin throughout the west,” said 
Mr. Atcheson, “the farmers are get- 
ting busy with the plowing, In sec- 
tions where fall plowing in former 
years was not consilered necessary, 
fall cultivation is being carried on 
this year.

Calgary.—That the tale of the return 
of the American settler to his own

‘oads of well-to-do farmers from Iowa 
and neighboring states have arrived. 

The C. P, R. has reopened its land 
office for the next two months, and it 
is intended that Bassano shall be the 
sales headquarters for that company 
for the remaining part of 1910 and the 
whole of 1911.

‘A TERRIBLE BUSH FIRE 


|FLAMES DEVASTATE LARGE AREA 
ON RAINY RIVER 


\Appalling Loss of Life and Property 
as a result of Bush Fires in Nor- 
thern Minnesota—Conservative Esti. 
; Mate Places the Dead at More 
Than 260—Millions of Dollars 
’ Worth of Property Destroyed. 


| International Falls, Minn.—More 
{than 260 dead, millions upon millions 
of do.lars worth of prope:ty destroy- 
ed and 3,000 refugees flying from the 
flames is an epitome of the happen- 
ings of the day in the Beltrami county 
fires. 

Thirty-five typhoid fever patients 
were carried on improvised litters 
from Spooner just before it was wiped 
off the map. 

Forty-five were car.isd from Beau- 
dette, and the Mecca of all the refu- 
gees, carried or tottering from exhaus- 
tion, was*Rainy River, Canada, across 
the water from the fire ridden districts 
of Minnesota. 

Then the flames hit Rainy River; de- 
stroyed the lumber mills, and 200 
panic-stricken people ety into freight 
cars and all but mobbed the engineer 
of a switch engine, who, thinkin 
there was no danger, started to pui 
them out of the town. 

Later the flames subsided, and 500 
refugees landed in International Falls. 
Men, women and children, fever pa- 
tiens on shutters, burned men and 
women swathed in bandages formed the 
motley crew in_stock cars, like cattle. | 
International Falls met tiem at the 
station, opened their city hall and 
hotel for them, and gave them beds at 
such as could be provided. There was 
no escape to the west. The east was 
the only chance, and it was a slim 
one. 

Bridges and culverts had burned 
out, wires were down and trains were 
run at their full speed. All the way 
from Beaudetie and Rainy River west 
to War Road, a distance of fifty miles, 
was a solid mass of flames. Beaudette 
is only a charred remnant of a town. 
Spooner is wiped off the map. Cedar 
Spur, Gruceton, Pitt, Swift and Roose-| 
velt were hamlets that are burned to 
the ground. 

The people in the three towns of} 
Rainy River, Beaudette and Spooner, | 
surrounded as they have been with | 
smoke from fires most of the summer, 
had become s0 accustomed to the 
fires that they were lullel into a sense 
of fancied security. 

Beaudette and Spooner are located 
directly opposite each other on the 
Beaudette river where it empties into 
the Rainy. 

Rainy River is located a mile to the 
east of the Canadian side of the river. 
All three towns are well provided with 
fire fighting apparatus and felt they 
could handle fire when it appear- 
ed. However, in the nm a ter- 
rific wind blew up from the south and 
west, twisting ground — occasionally 
with great een bye spreading | 
the fire , filing the} 
air Rg estes eee ite 
to approach or combat, 

On the Canadian side of the river 
there seemed no danger until it was 
noticed that a small fire which had 
been smouldéring to the northwest) 


across the railway from the business |

Lumber camp, yard and big saw mill, 
There seemed to be cause for hope of | 
being able to fight it succcssfully | 
when suddenly the saw mill, fully a} 
quarter of a mile from the fire, burst 
into flames. It looked then as if the} 
town was doomed to meet the same 
fate as the towns across the river. 
Cars were immediately placed at the 
disposal of those desiring to escape |

children were all loaded on. The fire} 
soon spread to the acres of lumber 
piles, but the wind shifted and held 
pretty steady in the north about that 
time, which enab'ed the fire fighters 
to make some headway.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxv, 31-46. . 

| Memory Verses, 34-36 — Golden 
Text, Matt. xxv, 40—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson is found also only in 
Matthew. it is called in the ordin- 
Jary lesson title ‘the Last Judg- 
ment,” If it had been added “preced- 
ing the kingdom” the title would have 
been correct. There are at least three 
judgments in the future. Dr. Scofield 
sees five, one for Israel only and one 
for angels. See his note on Rev, xx, 
12. The three we refer to are the judg- 
ment for believers only at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ (Rom. xiv, 10; IL 
Cor. v. 10), the judgment of the living 
nations of today’s lesson and the judg- 
ment of the ungodly at the great white 
throne a thousand years later than the 
judgment of nations (Rev. xx, 5, 6, 11- 
15). The judgment of our sins took 
place on Golgotha when Jesus suffer- 
ed for sins the just for the unjust, 
when He put away sin by the sacrifice 
of Himself, and He has assured us 
that for our sins we shall not come 
into judgment (1 Pet. iii, 18; Heb. ix, 
26; John v, 24, R. V. 3). See also Isa. 
xliii, 25. His redeemed ones, having 
received pounds and talents and hav- 
ing occupied, done business, witnessed 
for Him dyring this age, shall at the 
first resurrection, at the coming of 
Christ for His saints, somewhere in 
connection with the marrisge of the 
Lamb, be rewarded for their service 
and have their pee appointed in 
His kingdom, hile this is taking 
place in the air or in heaven the great 
tribulation is on the earth, at the end 
of which, immediately after it, the 
Son of Man will come in power and 
glory (Matt. xxiv, 20-30), and this is 
the stage of His coming referred to in 
the first verse of today’s lesson. 

Unless we see ourselves as well as 
the holy angels coming with Him at 
this time we cannot understand this 
lesson. Take one of the simplest state- 
ments, ‘When Christ, who is our life.

HOW RED FEATHER GAVE HI8 
LIFE FOR HORSE HE LOVED. 


The Flathead Chief Tried Twice te 
Recover His Beloved Steed and 


Twice He Tried to Cut Him Out of | 


Camp of Blackfeet — Second At- 
tempt Was Successful, But Fire 
Won Where the Blackfeet Failed. 


4 century ago the Flatheads, a 
powerful race of Indians, lived be 
side the Columbia River, while their 
hereditary foes, the Blackfeet, lived 
further inland, and had for years har- 
assed and annoyed them, when they. 
went on their yearly buffalo hunting 
expedition to the plains to the east. 
The Flatheads, more by diplomacy 
than sheer strength, had been able to 
hold their own, until the Blackfeet 
secured firearms, and then so great 
havoc had been wrought amongst 
them, that they were compelled to 
make alliances with several smaller 
tribes. Thus it was that in the fall 
of 1835, when I bon pornos along with 
a party of thirty well armed, and weli 
mounted traders, we were heartily 
welcomed by Red Feather, Chief of 
the Flatheads, and were invited to 
join them in their yearly buffalo hunt.

Years In the Public Service. — | 


Lieut.-Col. Fredérick White, C.M. 
G., Comptroller of the Royal North- 

est - ounted Police, who has just 
feturned to Ottawa from a lengthy 
tour of inspecticn over the vast terri- 
tory covered by the splendid force 
under his direction, is one. of the 
oldest officials of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. having been connected with ' 
the public service since March 1,| 
1869, when he removed from Mont | 
real to Ottawa to accept a third-clans 
clerkship in the Department of Jue || 
tice. The Comptroller grew into his, 
Bac. position by accident almost. \| 

ing a clerk in the Justice Depart- |) 
ment and acting as a sort of extra 
secretary tc Sir John Macdonald, 
who personally held himself respon: | 
sible for the raising of the Mounted; 
Police when the far west was opened ; 
up, much of the correspondence and 
other work .connected with the work: 
of organization passed ,over his desk, ! 
and as details became more and: 
more technical and complex he be- 
came the office authority at Ottawa’! 
on the subject, In November, 1878, : 
he was given the title of Comptroller, : 
but it did not imply the responsibil- 
ity since conferred upon the position. | 
By 1883 the work attaching to the of- 
fice had become ss important that 
the Comptroller had the status of a 
deputy head conferred upon him, and :| 
he was relieved of other duties. Since 
then, as the force has increased, and 
the country patrolled has been set 
tled and extended, the work attach- 
ing to the position has increased tre- 
mendously. Until his death, Sir 
John Macdonsld took the closest | 
personal interest in the force, and 
since Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been 
Premier, he hus kept the Mounted 
Police Department directly under his 
personal supervision, brt it is gen- 
erally known that Colonel White has 
always been given ‘a pretty free hand 
with the administration of the force. 
Of course, the actual command is. 
vested in the Commissioner at Re- 
gina, at présent Major Perry, but 
those who know are disposed to award 
to the Comptroller a great deal of 
credit for the fine work the force with 
which he has been so long identified 
has accomplished. Colonel White 
was born in Birmingham, England, 
in 1847, and was educated there. On 
first coming to Canada he lived for 
several years in Montreal, while resi- 
dent in the commercial metropolis 
serving as a private in the Victoria 
Rifles. That was all the soldiering he 
has done up to the time he became 
connected with the Mounted Police, 
but some years later he took a com- 
mizsion in the Governor-General’s 
Foot Guards and roge to the rank of 
captain. He held no other military 
title until after the South African 
war, when was given the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel in the militia in re- 
cognition of his asgistance in organis- 
ing and equipping the-Canadian con- 
tingents for South Africa, pastionlaeyy 
the mounted unita. It is not general- 
ly known that, under the provisions 
of the Northwest Territories Lieut.-Col. 
White was in 1905, appointed Commis- | 
sioner of the Northwest Territories to |

administer the Government of the said 
Territories so that he is practically ad- 
ministrator of all the unorgani: ter 
ritory of the Dominion, including 
Canada’s share of the North Pole. Per- 
sonally, Col. White is one of the most | 
courteous and unassuming men, with 
nothing in his kindly manner and low, 
musical voice to indicate the firmness 
and discipline which have directed the 
preservation of the peace for 90 many 
ears over half of the Dominion.—
